Ha sido calificado como un 
“histórico proceso judicial”. El 
viernes | de noviembre, un tribu- 
nal militar sentenció a prisión a 
dos generales del ejército mexi- 
cano, por hallarlos culpables de 
delitos contra la salud y por sus 
nexos con uno de los carteles de 
la droga más fuertes del país. 

Me refiero al juicio que aca- 
paró la atención del país, ratifi- 
cando lo que muchos mexicanos 
hemos sabido por años: los fuertes 
lazos entre algunos miembros del 
ejército mexicano y el narco- 
tráfico. 

Los generales Francisco 
Humberto Quirós Hermosillo y 
Mario Arturo Acosta Chaparro, 
fueron encontrados culpables de 
delitos contra la salud “en la mo- 
dalidad de fomento al narcotrá- 
fico entre 1995 y 1999 y senten- 
ciados a 16 y 15 años de prisión 
respectivamente, por sus vínculos 
con el cártel de Juárez. 

Además a ambos se les sigue 
otra causa por el homicidio cali- 
ficado de 143 guerrilleros en la 
llamada “guerra sucia”. durante la 
década de los 70 en el estado de 
Guerrero. Ambos militares fue- 
ron destituidos como Generales 
de División y Brigadier, se les 
retiraron todos sus beneficios del 
ejército, se les prohibió portar sus 
uniformes y condecoraciones y se 
les obligó a pagar una multa de 
apenas $51,523 pesos a cada uno, 
unos $16.00 dolares. 

Como era de esperarse, los 
abogados defensores de ambos 
generales apelaron al fallo del 
Consejo de Guerra ante el Su- 
premo Tribunal Militar, al consi- 
derar que el Ministerio Publico 
Militar, nunca aprobo las pruebas 
contundentes para demostrar su 
culpabilidad en otras imputacio- 
nes. De esta manera queda aún el 


amparo directo ante la Suprema 
Corte de Justicia de la Nación. 

La pena puede ser reducida 
por buena conducta. Además, de 
acuerdo con el Código Militar, 
dentro de dos años podrían soli- 
citar su preliberación. 

Esta condena obedeció a 
cinco días de juicio y ocho horas 
de deliberaciones a “puerta ce- 
rrada” del Consejo Militar inte- 
grado por cinco generales, que 
aseguran estar convencidos de 
que Quirós Hermosillo de 67 años 
y Acosta Chaparro de 60, prote- 
gieron las operaciones del ex jefe 
del cártel de Juárez, Amado Ca- 
rrillo, conocido en el mundo del 
narcotráfico como el “Señor de 
los Cielos”, muerto en 1997. 

La investigación en su con- 
tra fue inicada por el entonces 
procurador militar, general Rafael 
Macedo de la Concha, actual titu- 
lar de la Procuraduría General de 
la República. 

El general Quirós prestó sus 
servicios militares por 48 años. 
Llegó a ser comandante de la 37 
zona militar en Chetumal, Quin- 
tana Roo, y Director de Trans- 
porte de la Secretaría de la De- 
fensa Nacional. Por su parte. el 
general Acosta cuenta con 42 años 
de servicio militar, fue coman- 
dante del segundo batallón en el 
estado de Guerrero. 

Este histórico juicio del 
Consejo de Guerra ha despertado 
ámpula en varias esferas de la 
vida política, social y militar de 
México. 

Entrevistado por el diario me- 
xicano El Universal, Roderic Ai 
Camp, analista de Estados Unidos 
y estudioso de la milicia en Mé- 
xico dijo, “mas alla del veredicto 
del Consejo de Guerra, es evi- 
dente que los nexos del Ejército 
mexicano con el narcotráfico 
persisten”.

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Language security

In China 62% of the U.S. For- 
eign Service officers did not meet 
the language requirement for their 

jobs, according to a General Ac- 
counting Office report. 

In Russia 41% did not speak 
Russian. In Saudi Arabia the head 
of public outreach for an Ameri- 
can consulate did not speak Ara- 
bic. 

As the sole superpower after 
the end of the cold war, U.S. in- 
terests around the world have in- 
creased. The need for bilingual 
personnel has had a similar in- 
crease, particularly after the tragic 
events of 9-11. Although there is 
no easy solution to finding lin- 
guistically qualified personnel, 
the U.S. has a resource which goes 
largely untapped. Immigrants 
bring to the U.S. many talents in- 
cluding their languages. 

The ability to speak a foreign 
language is becoming vital to our 
national security as the FBI made 
clear soon after last year’s terror- 
ist attacks when the agency an- 
nounced it needed Arabic speak- 
ers. Recently the FBI held a job 
fair in a New Jersey mosque to 
hire bilingual personnel. 

More can and needs to be 
done to close this language gap 
and avoid sending linguistically- 
challenged representatives abroad 
to our embassies and consular 
centers. Linguistically capable in- 
dividuals need to be sought in the 
immigrant community and be en- 
couraged to apply for positions 
requiring language skills. 

Even if immigrants don't 
know a language, they can use 
their bilingual skills to learn it a 
lot faster than monolingual 
Americans. For example, it’s easy 
for a Spanish-speaker to learn 
Portuguese because the two lan- 
guages are closely related. Simi- 
lar cases apply for eastern Euro- 
pean and Asian languages. 

In the long run, however, the 
U.S. needs to develop a climate 
of multilingualism within our bor- 
ders by encouraging language 
study in schools and colleges be- 
ginning in the early grades. This 
needs to occur for the kids of im- 
migrant children who should be 
encouraged to maintain their par- 
ents’ languages as they also learn 


| English. 


In the case of monolingual 
American kids the same opportu- 
nity to learn two languages should 
be made available. Dual language 
schools, which teach subjects in 
two languages, are increasing al-

En un estudio realizado a mu- 
jeres estudiantes de ingeniería, 
matemáticas y ciencias, los padres 
fueron mencionados frecuente- 


though their numbers are still very 
small. There are 300 such schools 
in the U.S., up by more than two- 
thirds since 1992. Former Secre- 
tary of Education Richard Riley 
wisely called on the nation to 
nearly quadruple the number of 
dual-language schools to 1,000 
within five years. 

Bilingualism would benefit 
the entire education of students. 
Students educated in more than 
one language develop a mental 
agility that monolinguals lack. 
One of these advantages has to do 
with something researchers call a 
“plasticity” of the brain. Bilingual 
children recognize that just as 
there are two ways to say some- 
thing, there are also two ways to 
learn and solve problems. 

This mental agility is evident 
in learning foreign languages. Just 
as it’s easier for someone who 
knows how to play a musical in- 
strument to learn a second and a 
third, thus it is also easier for 
someone who knows a second 
language to learn a third, or even 
a fourth. 

Learning Pashto or Dari, the 
two major languages of Afghani- 
stan, would be very difficult for 
monolingual English-speakers. 
For someone who knows French 
and Spanish in addition to En- 
glish, the new language, while still 
a challenge, would certainly be a 
lot easier, and the time to achieve 
fluency could be cut considerably. 

Standardized tests confirm 
the intellectual ability of bilingual 
versus monolingual children. Ac- 
cording to a 14-year study by 
George Mason University, in Vir- 
ginia, students educated in dual- 
language schools outperformed 
their peers in monolingual English 
schools. 

A wind of monolingualism 
has been blowing in the U.S. in 
the last fifteen years. Several 
states have virtually eliminated bi- 
lingual education programs. 

Twenty-seven states have de- 
clared English their official 
language. Yet, in the last few 
years, the English-only move- 
ment, with its anti-immigrant un- 
dertones, has lost steam. The 
courts have declared unconstitu- 
tional the English-only law passed 
by two of the twenty-seven states. 
President Bush's frequent use of 
Spanish has also added legitimacy 
to bilingualism. In addition, most 
Americans have figured out that 
immigrants are not the problem to 
their security. Psychopaths who 
kill innocent people are born in 
other countries but also in the U.S. 
Immigrants can, in fact, provide 
an essential ingredient to the so- 
lution to America's security prob- 
lems because of their linguistic 
and cultural knowledge. Knowl- 
edge of languages will provide the 
security. English only will make 
no one feel safe.

Denver, (EFE).- Supporters 
of continued bilingual education 
are celebrating the Colorado 
electorate's precedent-setting bal- 
lot box defeat of California busi- 
nessman Ron Unz's efforts to do 
away with instruction in lan- 
guages other than English. 

The triumph of Amendment 
3's opponents was loudly cel- 
ebrated into the early morning 
hours here. 

While the official results will 
only be known within two weeks, 
final tallies indicate that 56.2 per- 
cent of the voters rejected the 
amendment, while 43.8 percent 
voted in favor of the measure.

Stanford attributed the suc- 
cess of English Plus on the ballot 
o “bipartisan support,” since both 
Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers opposed Amendment 31. 

Superintendents of school 
districts in the cities of Denver and 
Boulder and in Jefferson County 
(the state's most populated areas) 
were also against it. 

“Tt's excellent news,” said 
Jerry Wartgow, superintendent of 
the Denver public school district. 
“We've said all along that we share 
the underlying goals of Amend- 
ment 31, and that's to teach En- 
glish to those who come to us 
speaking other languages. But we 
couldn't do it the way this amend- 
ment proposes, 
teachers.” 

Amendment 31 proposed re- 
placing bilingual classes with En- 
glish-immersion classes, and pe- 
nalizing teachers who taught in 
Spanish with suspensions of up to

Montero accused English 
Plus of spending millions of dol- 
lars in a campaign that “was all 
about defending (bilingual) teach- 
ers.” 

“Tt wasn't about kids.” she 
added. 

“Three million dollars can 
buy a lot of deception,” Montero 
said, referring to the multimillion 
dollar donation Fort Collins bust- 
nesswoman Pat Stryker made to 
English Plus. “It was about lying 
with money.” 

For his part, Unz, speaking 
from Massachusetts. said he had 
no plans to start another campaign 
in Colorado but expects the U.S. 
“Congress will take a look at the 
issue” now that it has triumphed 
in three States.

Es más común de lo que se 
piensa, devastadora y altamente 
discriminatoria. El lupus es una 
enfermedad inflamatoria aguda y 
crónica que por razones descono- 
cidas hace que el sistema inmuni- 
tario se torne hiperactivo y ataque 
los tejidos y Órganos del propio 
cuerpo (corazón, pulmones, riño- 
nes, hígado).
